read; it is seldom analyzed, and 
more seldom understood by the ma- 
jority of the council. It is then filed 
away. Estimates are prepared for 
the year, the only permanent official 
the secretary-treasurer, who should 
lknow what is required, is seldom 
consulted, and each committeo 
| gets as much money to spend as pos+ 
sible, regardless of necessity or ex- 
pediency. The spending of the 
money is in the hands of the com- 
mittee, and generally the chairman 
has not time to supervise the work 
done and to see that there is no 
waste or that the appropriation is 
not exceeded. The end of the year 
comes and it is found that some 
committees having spent more 
money than was provided; there is a 
deficit for the next council to make 
up. The new members perhaps feel 
that they are not responsible for this 
and pass it on. I have in mind a 
town where this went on until there 
was a deficit of $9,000, and the 
town had tn -o to the Legislature to 
get authority to issue dehentures for 
that amount to clear it up. 
The System at Red Deer. 

Red Deer developed a few men, par- 
ticularly ex-Mayor H. H. Gaetz, who 
realized that revolution was neces- 
sary, and to him we are indebted for 
the present successful system. 

In 1906 power was obtained from 
the Government to appoint commis- 
sioners, and in 1907 the system of 
government by commission was es- 
tablished. The mayor and secretary- 
treasurer were appointed commis- 
sioners, the former at a salary of 
$50 per month, and the latter at a 
salary of $100 per month, which cov- 
ered his duties as secretary as well. 
Committees were appointed, as usual 
in 1907, 1908, but as their work was 
now done by the commissioners, none 
have been appointed since and at 
present the council acts as a legisla- 
tive body only, and the commission- 
ers as the exccutive. 


Duties of the Commissioners. 


ment, with power to hire or dis- 
charge them ;

The commissioners shall not lave 
power to expend any money not au- 
horized by the council, or appeopri- 
ated for the purpose. 

The Working of the Commission 

The commissioners meet each morn 
ing to transact business and oftener 
if necessary. The chief of police, 
foreman of works, market clerk and 
park and cemetery foreman are re- 
quired to file each morning in the 
office, daily reports of their depart- 
ments, showing work done the pre- 
vious day, men employed on each 
job, wages paid, supplies received, 
and other matters of importance. 
These reports are Gled in binders. 
They are with recommendations for 
future work, A daily record is kept 
of the business transacted by’ the 
commisssioners. 

The commissioners report to the 
council at each regulur meeting — 
twice a month—on all businegs done 
by them, with recommendations for 
future work and, monthly, report 
fully on the receipts and expenditures 
in each department, stating the a- 
mount of the appropriations unex- 
pended. These reports are placed in 
the hands of each councillor and of 
newspaper reporters generally the 
day before the meeting, and if any- 
thing of importance is to be recom- 
mended, at least two days before. 
These reports are published by the 
newspapers, so that ratepayers are 
always fully informed as to what has 
been done and what is proposed. 

Results of the System. 

A few years ago Red Deer was one 
of many towns in Canada with no 
distinctive features more than hav- 
ing a beautiful townsite, and a 
situation promising future develop- 
ment. To-day it enjoys the reputa- 
ion of being the best governed town 
in Canada, while its financial posi-

The Lethbridge Herald is one of 
Alberta's leading journals and al- 
ways up to the standard when speak- 
ing of Alberta’s resources. The fol- 
lowing appeared in its columns last 
week : 

Hardly a day goes by without some 
announcement being made of the dis- 
covery of some new field of great 
wealth in Alberta., One day it is a 
large area of rich soil yet untouched 
Again it, is a large tract of valuable 
forest in the great unknown north . 
Another time it is a gusher of nat- 
again some source of splendid water 
again ,ome source of splendid water 
power is found. But probably the 
greatest of all are the continued 
discoveries of vast coal areas. These 


coal fields are not confined to one 
particular part of the province. 
There was a time when it was 


thought that all the good coal of Al- 
berta was in Southern Alberta and 
the Crow's Nest Pass district.

Some: of our -earlier mon- 
trchs. satisfied ‘their financial needs 
by simply appropriating all the money

Once, 
the ‘‘Merry-.Monarch’’: ‘had’ no. han- 
kerchers~and: but three bands to his 
neck,” so Pepys says. \ The. royal debt 
to the linen-draper was: some $25,000 
at..that .moment.: Moreover—Pepys 
again—“‘several of the menial servants 
of the court lack bread; they have not 
received; a’:farthing, wages since the 
King’s coming in.” And _ this, not- 
withstanding that King Charles’ an- 
nual income at that time was over a 
tnillion sterling. sees , 

Of course, the financial expedienta 
of King Charles I. cost him his head, 
and made history. <A favorite little 
plan-of: the ‘‘martyr’d monarch” was 
to collect a ‘voluntary’? loan. On 
one occasion, in Cornwall, the free- 
holders were called together to con- 
tribute, but many of them refused to 
vay anything.’ One Cornishman has 
eft this. record: “Some with great 
words were drawn to it. I was like 
to be complimented out of my money, 
but, knowing with whom I had to 
deal, I. held my, hands fast in my poc- 
kets when I talked with them.’’ 

William III. and Mary were grant- 
ed an income of $4,500,000. Hitherto, 
the royal revenues had been granted 
to the monarch for. life, but Parlia- 
ment was becoming wary, and only 
gave William his income for four 
years, whereas he exclaimed: ‘‘The 
gentlemen of. England trusted King 
James, who was an enemy. of their re- 
ligion and laws, but they will not 
trust me, by whom their religion and 
laws have been preserved.” 

This seemed a most reasonable pro- 
test, and the result was that Parlia- 
ment resolved henceforth to make the 
vote of supplies an annual one! 

George III., in particular, was a 
monarch who found it difficult to 
make both ends meet. Indeed, he 
found it impossible, and the state paid 
nearly seventeen million five hundred 
dollars’, worth of debts for him. ° 

On -one occasion alone, the country 
paid debts to the tune of $3,000,000, 
$200,000 of that amiount being a far- 
rier's bill for horse medicine and shoe 
ing. On another, the King and his 
brother. raised; the.wind by the issue 
of bonds secured upon the revenues of 
the Duchy of Cornwall. These bond§ 
were taken up chiefly: in France and 
Holland, and: were repudiated by the 
royal brothers‘ upon ‘the outbreak of 
the French Revolution on the ground 
that they ‘had; probably. fallen into 


-other hands than those of the original 


subscribers. In vain the holders pro- 


-tested. The royal brothers appealed 


ack. these 

to their 
native country, and. twenty-six bond- 
holders were expelled from England 
accordingly. 

But it is ‘certain that a great deal 
of this monarch’s money went to 
maintain useless sinecures. The Cof.- 
ferer.of the Household received $10,- 
000 a year for nothing. There was als» 
a Clerk and a Groom of. the Bake- 
house, a Gentleman of the Buttery, 
a Groom of the’ Pastry, and even a 
Child of.the;Pastry—all subordinates 
in the Lord. Steward’s department. 

Another royal spender was George 
1V., provided that it was not his own 
money that was being spent. He him- 
self always had money. When he died 
they found $50,000 in his boxes, and 
money scattered about everywhere. 
including a good deal of gold. They 
were about 500 pocket-books of differ- 
ent dates, and in every one money— 
guineas, one-pound notes, one, two, or 
three in each, mingled with a prodig- 
ious quantity of women’s hair and 
gloves and notes and letters.
